THE reason, of course, that books lend | 


themselves to price-cutting is that they bear 
widely advertised established prices. Did they 
not bear retail prices fixed by the publisher, 
and did not the publisher see fit extensively 
to advertise those prices, there would be but 
little incentive to sell at cut prices, for there 
would be an absence of that clear criterion of 
relative values which gives the cut price its 
advertising force. 

It naturally seems revolutionary to suggest 





a method of publishing in which every re- | 


tailer sets his own price on his merchandise, 
deliberately and by custom of trade—and 
the publisher makes no public advertisement 
of prices whatever. It would be revolu- 
tionary; perhaps the most revolutionary step 
taken since book publishing as a business be- 
gan back in the days of the incunabula. We 
do not believe it would be practicable; but 
it is conceivable and, in these days of stress 
when the trade is weighing and testing every 
plan promising betterment in the cut-price 
situation, it may be worth while to examine a 
little more closely this book pricing axiom. 
The question is by no means an original 
one. It was the alternative plan advanced 
in Great Britain twenty-six years ago at the 
time the net system (following the Contin- 
ental lead) was established there.

But, after all, would it? The reason each 
retail dry goods store can to a certain extent 
set its own price upon buttons, carpets, 
trimmed hats and dress accessories, at one 
time marking up a one hundred per cent. 


| profit and at another none at all, is that no 


exact comparison is generally possible be- 
tween the goods it is selling and the similar 
goods of its competitor. The public must 
detect the difference for itself, and the further 
the store goes in pointing out the likeness 
between the goods it offers and the competi- 
tor’s, the narrower the margin of surplus 


| profit it is able to command. The more clearly 


you point out the similarity between your 
goods and your competitor’s the greater the 
advertising value of your price (if it be lower 
than his), but the greater also the difficulty 
of making it lower and still retaining a profit. 

The bookstore advertising simply “Bibles” 


for $2 as a “wonderful bargain” may 
be able to get that price for a Bible for 
which it paid $1, but it may also be 


| dificult to persuade customers that it is, 
| compared with Bibles offered elsewhere, the 


“wonderful bargain” you boldly assert it is. 
When, however, that store advertises “the only 
red letter minion Bibles” at $2 it offers the 
purchaser more of an opportunity to compare 
values, and hence, if prices do compare favor- 
ably, stimulates sales; but at once, as more 
clearly direct competition enters, it increases 
sales only at a decreased margin of profit. 
So, to go a step further, when the store adver- 
tises the “well-known Smith Bible with the 
Jones notes, the Centenary edition bound in 
full morocco, regularly sold at $3, now $2,” 
etc., etc.—that bookstore is making an offer 
that should prove a productive stimulator 
of sales—but its profit on those sales may be 
nil, Plain “Bibles,” without distinguishing 
mark, are in a class with dressgoods and hats, 
but each new copyrighted book is exactly and 
clearly differentiated by its title alone from 


the situation if books were published and | every other book. 
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What would happen if books were issued un- 
priced? In the first place it is difficult to be- 
lieve that wholesale prices, with no retail 
price check upon them, could be kept effec- 
tively standardized. It is possible now for 
a variety of reasons for a favored buyer to 
get “one-third and five” while his neighbor 
gets but the third off, possible in only too 
many cases. What would be the wholesale 
case if the system were one, not of discounts 
from a fixed price, but of retail prices “as 
you please?” 

What would happen to retail prices? 
Probably impromptu local standardization and 
sporadic price-cutting—with all prices, stan- 
dardized and sporadic, below the profit point. 
For A, having received his consignment of 
“The Jest of Death,” would not dare price 
it in his windows till he had sent a boy around 
to B’s windows to see what B was putting it 
out at. Whereupon either A and B would 
“cut” the life out of “The Jest of Death” (ap- 
propriate title in such a case!) or else, being 
sensible folk, they would, perhaps without 
any definite understanding, hit on and main- 
tain a price that would to all intents and pur- 
poses be the “fixed price” for their town. 

If A did a mail order business, however, 
(and few booksellers do none nowadays) he 
would shortly meet with the fact that M 
over in a neighboring town was quoting “The 
Jest of Death” at prices 10 per cent. lower 
than his own. Whereupon either A and M 
would have to standardize their prices or run 
the risk of losing custom through comparison 
of prices. 

Nevertheless, though the plan would seem 
thus to lead back indirectly to a standardized 
price without any of the practical advan- 
tages of the present system of publisher- 
standardized prices, it would have some ad- 
vantages from the retailer’s standpoint. In 
the first place the bookseller would gain from 
the publisher the price-setting power—and 
that is no inconsiderable matter. In the second 
place while the retail price arrived at in any 
given town would probably be the price for 
that town it is not so clear that a national 
standardized price would inevitably follow. 
Where a town had but a single bookseller he 
would be placed in a singularly advantageous 
position, especially if he asked but a reason- 
able advance for himself and acted as a real 
bookseller, the literary mentor of his patrons. 
Where special conditions, as in the Pacific 
Coast territory, really justified a higher range 
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of prices, such a plan would make such a 
locally advanced sale of standardized prices 
feasible. 

Some bookstores catering to a high-class 
clientele could probably without difficulty get 
$1.50 for the novel which the publisher, with 
the whole country in mind, is now marking 
at $1.35, whereas now, of course, a novel wide- 
ly advertised at $1.35 cannot be sold to any 
trade by any bookstore at $1.50. In other 
words, if every bookseller bought that novel 
wholesale at $1 and then set his own price 
upon it, more exact price-adaptation to local 
and special conditions might be made. 

The conveniences of the priced book, from 
the buyer’s standpoint, are however so many 
and so obvious as to outweigh, it seems to us, 
the somewhat doubtful advantages to the 
hookseller of the wun-priced plan. Book- 
buying would be made more complex instead 
of more simple; if the order were worth 
“shopping” for it would be shopped around; 
the result would be a reversion to the outworn 
buying tactics of the Orient, an infinite waste 
of the time of both buyer and seller, and an 
always present feeling with the former that 
after all the lowest market price had perhaps 
evaded him. The subject is an inviting one for 
speculation, with some interesting ramifica- 


tions: the change does not seem to us desir- 
able. 





A RECENT issue of Printers’ Ink tells us that 
Post Office Department officials “have been 
surprised to note the agitation in Congress 
against the [periodical] publicity law and in 
favor of its repeal or amendment. They had 
gained the impression that publishers in gen- 
eral had become well reconciled to the idea.” 
As if any sane set of business men could 
become reconciled to an exasperatingly small 
recurrent annoyance that they knew to be not 
only unnecessary but really futile. Its pur- 
pose can be easily evaded by any publication 
desirous of being evasive, and no other pub- 
lisher needs that meticulous sort of coercion 
provided for in the existing law. No one 
cares particularly to be told every six months 
who owns ninety-nine per cent. of the period- 
icals of this country; and a law would cer- 
tainly seem to us to answer every purpose if 
it provided that any periodical enjoying the 
second-class privilege must, on the request of 
the Post Office Department, divulge the in- 
formation now exacted. We are quite sure 
the Post Office Department would never worry 
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the ninety-nine per cent. aforesaid and would 
be glad to be relieved from this particular 
burden. 


PUBLISHING: THE BUSINESS, ITS 
PROBLEM AND THE SOLUTION 
The first of two articles by Tempe Scorr.* 
I. THE BUSINESS AND ITS PROBLEM. 
PupLisHING, like every other economic 
activity, is an enterprise for profit-making. 
The publisher is not interested primarily in 
publishing, say, Darwin’s “Origin of Species” 
because of a desire to assist in contributing to 
the world’s knowledge of natural science; he 
publishes it because he wants to make money 
out of the sale of the book which embodies 
Darwin’s researches. That his business activ- 
ity contributes to the dissemination of this 
knowledge may be, and very often is, a real 
consideration with him in the enterprise, but 
it is not, and it should not be, the prime con- 
sideration, except in so far as it will help 
him in making profits. The prime considera- 
tion is his answer to the question: Will the 
book sell? His business, therefore, is based 
very largely, if not altogether, on his right 
judgment—on his power of sensing the pub- 

lic’s wants. 

Now while this is more or less true of every 
business, from selling boot-laces to selling 
watches and locomotives, it is peculiarly so 
of the publishing business. It requires no 
profound exercitation of the mind to arrive 
at a valuation of the selling power of bread, 
beef, potatoes, milk and other foods. These 
are necessagies of life and must always be in 
demand. That is why we find more businesses 
dealing with foods than with any other mer- 
chandisable articles. Books, however, are 
not in the class of necessaries; indeed, except 
by comparatively few, they are held to be 
luxuries. The selling-power, therefore, of 
books must be limited. Consequently, it re- 
quires a finer judgment to weigh what selling 
power they possess—a judgment not based on 
personal appeals but on a real knowledge of 
human nature and the social conditions pre- 
vailing at the time. Given that power to 
sense the public’s wants the enterpriser in 
publishing is well-fitted for beginning his ad- 
venture. 

But judgments, be they never so acute and 
able, are not infallible. Economic forces are 
so variable, influenced as they are by the in- 
constant forces of human likes and dislikes, 
that to calculate the resultant force is an im- 
possibility. In economics, therefore, all judg- 
ments are, and must be approximative judg- 
ments. Furthermore, humanum est errare, 
and this fallibility is increased a thousand 
fold in a business such as publishing, which 
is so largely dependent on opinion and senti- 
ment. Thus it may happen, as it often does, 
that one important error or a few minor ones 
will lose all the gains made by many more 
right decisions. It is these elements of un- 
certainty and danger which are such constant 
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factors in the business of publishing that have 
earned for it its speculative reputation. And 
so important, indeed, are these factors, that 
the percentage of failures in the business, 
during the last fifty years, is higher than in 
that of any other business; and that, despite 
the fact that firms have made large profits 
out of many right judgments. The publisher 
of Mrs. Henry Wood’s novels must have real- 
ized a fortune in profits from the sales of 
that estimable lady’s writings in England, 
and yet, after two generations of life, he was 
compelled to retire from the business. What 
Charles Dickens’s publishers made out of his 
works is not known, but without a doubt, 
it was a sum not much less in amount than 
that which Dickens himself made, and that 
was quite large. Yet the firm was compelled 
to reorganize under new management, These 
two examples, two only out of many, go to 
show that there must be possibilities for losses 
in publishing of a number and character far 
greater and different from those in most 
other economic activities. 

Of course, the most profitable of enter- 
prises can be‘ruined by bad investments; but 
the peculiarity of publishing is that the in- 
vestment is rarely considered a bad one— 
that it is always made on what is seemingly 
the soundest of judgments, judgments that 
have been tried and not found wanting in the 
past, and that give every reason for being 
right in the new undertaking, and that, vet, 
often prove wrong. To safeguard himself 
the publisher does not rely entirely on his 
own opinion, but pays for advice from others, 
from expert counsel. Thackeray, James 
Payn, George Meredith, Andrew Lang, John 
Morley, Hall Caine, and many others as dis- 
tinguished have been called upon for their 
judgments. It might be thought that the 
judgments of such men would surely be cor- 
rect; but the history of publishing tells that 
large profits have been made from works 
which these advised against, and also that 
large losses have resulted in what they recom- 
mended. We can quite see, therefore, why 
it has been considered foolish for any man 
to adventure in the publishing business with- 
out a large capital to tide him over the mis- 
takes he must inevitably make. 

Scott said that publishers “are the only 
tradesmen in the world who professedly, and 
by choice, deal with what is called ‘a pig in 
a poke.” And what was true in Scott’s day 
is true in a wider sense to-day. The element 
of uncertainty has increased with the increase 
in the number of tradesmen, which has les- 
sened the chances for success, and with the 
growth of the new profession of literature 
which has attracted to itself a large number 
of workers all producing “pigs in pokes.” 
The publisher now finds himself almost dazed 
before the task of separating the precious 
grains of wheat from the mountain of chaff 
which is yearly threshed by men and women 
of letters. Instead of only one or two “read- 
ers” he now employs a staff of sifters as well, 
thus increasing his expenses with no guaran- 
tee of success; for an army of readers is as 
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liable to error as is a single individual. Be- 
sides, the more the number of judgments the 
more difficult will the anxious publisher find 
it to pick out the right one. There is no eco- 
nomic wisdom in a multiplicity of counsellors ; 
since the richest literature is too often the 
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poorest in profits, as the publisher has found | 


out to his sorrow. Competition, also, has 
hurt him as an individual enterpriser. In 
other economic activities competition compels 
excellence of product. In the publishing busi- 
ness, however, the publisher has no control 
over the product, except the book as a manu- 
factured article. Over the stuff of the book 
itself the author alone is responsible. Books 
are bought for the value of their contents 
as ministering either to the mind or the emo- 


tions; they are not bought as articles for | 
consumption or use as such; and as the mind 
and the emotions are very quickly surfeited, | 


competition in the publishing of books is apt 
to lead to over production. That is the ex- 
planation of the “remainder” business which 
has come into existence to profit by the pub- 
lisher’s losses. The “remainder” dealer sells 
at a price less than they cost even to manu- 
facture, apart from other charges they en- 


tailed, those books which have “failed” and | 


on which the publisher is glad to realize even 
a little money rather than hold them as dead 
stock, 


Amid this stress of circumstance the pub- | 


lisher has finally come to the conclusion that 
discretion is the better part of valor. He now 
either specializes in a particular class of books 
or he waits for the writer “to arrive” before 


he invests his money in his work. In other | 
words, he either caters for a limited and | 


easily accessible market or he pays more for 
the pig after it has been taken out of the poke 
and its “points” ascertained and valued. 
Specialization in publishing is confined, in 
the main, to school books and technical books, 


including in this latter term all works treat- | 


ing of applied science and applied art. A few 
firms deal largely with theological and ju- 
venile books; but these accept books on other 
subjects also when they believe there is profit 
to be made out of their publication. In the 


text-book and technical-book fields the judg- | 
ment of the expert is the one judgment to be | 


relied upon. This holds good on the presump- 
tion that the publisher has, in his turn, sound- 
ed the market as to its buying capacity, which 
is not difficult for him to do. In the school- 
book field, however, this attention is an art 
as well as a business, but, as it is outside the 


sphere of publishing proper, it may be omitted | 


from our present consideration, which has 
to do with business and not diplomacy. In 
the technical-book field the work by the best 
authority on the subject is the work most 
likely to sell, even regardless of the price. 
As the books are costly to manufacture and 


as the sales must be limited the prices must | 


be high. We thus see that special publishing 

is, on the whole, a fairly simple enterprise. 
It is quite otherwise, however, with general 

publishing, which is still a very complicated 


affair even after the publisher has simplified | on advertising. 
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it by what I have called his discretion, name- 


ly, by his determination not to buy “a pig in 
a poke,” but to buy the pig after he has 
thoroughly tested it and satisfied himself it 
is worth the higher price asked for it. I will 
drop the metaphor and call the hog by his 
right name—the author. The author who 
has arrived, that is to say, who has made a 
reputation and considers himself, or is con- 
sidered, in the class of “best sellers,” so- 
called, is generally “managed” by an agent. 
This means that his price is high. It must 
be high since the agent, practically, offers the 
author’s works for sale at auction. The high- 
est bidder gets the article. Now what consid- 
erations are to guide the publisher in com- 
ing to the new judgment which the new condi- 
tions demand? What is the largest amount 
of money he can afford to pay’ There are 
no considerations other than the statement 
supplied by the agent giving the number of 
copies sold of the author’s books. It is true 
the publisher can read the new work and come 
to some opinion with regard to it; but he 
cannot be certain that it will be as good a 
“seller” as was the author’s previous work. 
He must, therefore, once more speculate— 
that is, gamble on the chance. Of this he 
may, however, be certain, that the amount the 
agent will ask in advance on royalties will 
be, at least, equal to the sum total of royalties 
earned by the previous book. With some 
authors it will be in excess of that amount. 
Mr. H. G. Wells has publicly stated that he 
makes it a rule to obtain an advance payment 
of a sum which he is convinced will more than 
equal the royalties on the book’s total sales. 
He does this because he prefers to trust his 
own calculations rather than the statement 


| of sales made by the publisher. 


The publisher is now in a position to exer- 
cise his mathematical ability. Let 

#—amount of money paid the author in ad- 
vance of royalties 

y==amount of money to be received from 
sales 

s—=amount of working expenses, advertising 
charges and bad debts 

o=cost of manufacture of the books. 
Then, at least y must be equal to x plus z plus 
o, or there will be a loss. Actual figures can be 
submitted for x, z and o, but the y is the un- 
known quantity. Until the enterprise is com- 
pleted the y is invariably followed by a note 
of interrogation and a fearful silence. What 
shall the publisher do? Surely, there’s noth- 
ing left for him to do but gamble on the 
chance. And this is what he does. Imme- 
diately he finds he is sitting on the anxious 
seat. Now what does he do? Just what an 


| anxious, nervous man is certain to do. His 
publicity man is given orders to spread the 


news broadcast; his salesmen are sent speed- 
ing north, south, east and west to drum up 
orders from the trade; his manufacturing 
man is given strict commands to cut paper- 
maker’s, printer’s and binder’s prices to the 
rock bottom; and he himself sits down to 
“dope” out how much he can afford to spend

his plant is set going and kept going at high 
pressure, so that his own anxiety and mental 
strain is communicated to every person in the 
place. Outside the drummers are shouting— 
“best sellers”; inside the publisher is breath- 
ing hard and asking himself: “Will the sales 
reach the goal?” : 
_ At last the horse is off and the advertising 
jockey is in the saddle whipping the brute 
with might and main, for, sad to say, another 


“best seller” is in the field. Oh, well, he has | 


gambled so much he will put another thousand 
on advertising to spur the animal on. He 
saved something on o, so that he can afford 
to put it into z—and into z it goes. And now 
he is eagerly scanning the returns from the 
travelers, day by day, week by week, until 
relief comes with the figures which assure 
him that the advance sales warrant him in 
believing that there will be little or no loss. 
But now he is faced with the question: Will 
the book continue to sell? For on its further 
sales he depends for his profits. 
question there 
than actual sales. 

If the sales keep up he is content and even 
willing to let them go on their own gait. 
If the sales flag he will endeavor to whip 
them up by more advertising, for he knows 
from sad experience that the bookselling 
trade cannot help him unless he keeps the pub- 
licity campaign going. But he dare not spend 
too much lest he find he is whipping a lame 
horse. 

_ This, practically, is the business of publish- 
ing so far as “best sellers” are concerned. 
Summed up in a sentence, it is a bet on a 
horse of recognized pedigree and past form 


in the belief that the animal will live up to 
form.

But the business of publishing, fortunately 
or unfortunately for publishers, is not con- 
fined to selling “best sellers.” The reputable 
and successful firms sell many other classes 
of books :—books on poetry, the drama, ph - 
losophy, economics, history, biography, the fine 
arts, novels of merit by unknown writers, and 
the standard classical works in English litera- 
ture. How is business done with such books? 
How are they sold? 

My experience compels me to answer that 
they are not sold—they sell themselves, be- 
cause of the natural demand for them made 
by a better education and a larger civilization 
among the people. As a business publishing 
is, to all intents and purposes, carried on on 
similar lines to-day to what it was fifty and 
even a hundred years ago. The difference be- 
tween the old and the new methods of dis- 
posing of books is not so wide that it calls 
for any special comment. The book, now as 
then, is read, approved, manufactured and 
traveled round the trade. There is more pub- 
licity obtained to-day from reviews in a 
larger press and by a more or less sterotyped 
style of advertising in the newspapers and 


| magazines and by means of some circularizing 


and cataloguing; but the main avenue for 
sales is, as it was a century ago, the book- 
sellers and their shops. In England and the 
continent of Europe this avenue is a genuine 
means for distribution and sale, for the book- 
sellers there do, as a rule, make it their busi- 
ness to know the article they are offering for 
sale and exercise themselves to sell it. In 
America booksellers are not trained in their 
business; as a consequence they are largely 
ignorant of the human values of the books 
they are asked to sell. This ignorance reacts 
on their temperaments to the degree that they 
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are not interested in studying the wants of 
their customers, and prefer to confine them- 
selves to disposing of such books as are called 
for and ordered. They prefer the “best seller” 
to the best book. In this respect, of course, 
they are very like the publisher, but the pub- 
lisher, unlike the bookseller, does, at least, 
try to know the value of his wares and to 
make strenuous, if too often futile, efforts 
to recommend them. 

What guides a bookseller in his buying? 
That is a hard nut to crack. We know what 
guides him in his dealing with a “best seller”; 
but how does he arrive at a judgment on, let 
us say, Royce’s “Problems of Christianity,” 
Chamberlain’s “Foundations of the Nine- 
teenth Century,” Eucken “The Truth of Re- 
ligion,” Butler’s “The Way of All Flesh,” 
Ellen Key’s “Love and Marriage,” Mary H. 
Kingsley’s “Travels in West Africa”? It is 
impossible for him to judge of their contents 
in the brief visit he pays to the traveler in 
the hotel, and the odds are on the traveler 
being unable to enlighten him. And if he 
were even really anxious to acquire the 
knowledge necessary how can he find the time 
which the multiplicity of books published 
would compel him to devote to his purpose? 
Of course, there are other ways open to an 
intelligent bookseller, but he has to be taught 
these ways; and herein may be found the 
solution of. the bookseller’s problem—for he 
has his problem, too. In the meantime, it is up 
to the publisher to help him; and this the 
publisher tries to do. But how does he do it? 
In nine cases out of ten the bookseller has 
never heard of the book or its author until 
the traveler shows him the sample copy. If he 
is given a prospectus or circular the matter 
printed is so worded and framed that the 
poor shop-keeper is at his wit’s end to under- 
stand it. Assuming hethas before him for 
the first time any one of the books I have just 
mentioned, the average bookseller must “pass” 
it. He can’t help himself, and the publisher 
has not helped him to help himself. And yet 
I make bold to say that in every town of 
50,000 inhabitants in the United States there 
are to be found at least ten people each of 
whom would be grateful to possess all these 
books. Why are they not sold? 

There are two answers to this question. 
They are not sold, in the first place, because 
the bookseller has resigned his true profession 
by entering into competition with the depart- 
ment store in selling “best sellers,” and re- 
print “truck.” They are not sold, in the sec- 
ond place, because the publisher has not 
known how to press home their human values 
along lines of least resistance and cost. As I 
am dealing with the business of publishing, I 
shall omit the bookseller from my present 
consideration. 

I began by affirming that the publisher is in 
business to make profits. If he is a publisher 
for any other purpose he is not in business. 
While it is true that his business is a peculiar 
one in that he is, at one and the same time, 
manufacturer, distributor and discoverer, the 
books he discovers and manufactures are arti- 
cles for sale. The raison d’étre of his enter- 
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prise lies in the verb “to publish,” to make 
known for the purpose of making sales. In 
other words, he is a judge of the public’s 
taste in literature and a manufacturer of 
books secondarily. Primarily, he is a pub- 
lisher; in other words, he should be an ad- 
vertiser. Now how many publishers do really 
consider themselves in the advertising busi- 
ness? I have the temerity to answer, not 
one. Indeed, I am almost inclined to believe 
that they would feel themselves insulted and 
their business degraded in their eyes to be so 
considered. As I am discussing publishing 
from the economist’s point of view and not 
the anthropologist’s, I press the question: 
how are books to be sold if not by the methods 
of publicity? The methods by which books 
are sold at present are the antiquated methods 
of the bookseller and the catalogue. Only 
tentatively, hesitatingly and spasmodically are 
modern advertising methods employed. I am 
not now referring to the exploitation of the 
fiction known as “best sellers,” though even 
with these the advertisements, both as to 
their quality and quantity, leave much room 
for improvement. I have in mind those thou- 
sands of books on poetry, philosophy, the 
drama, economics, history and biography, which 
are manufactured, presumably, for the reason 
that they will sell well and make profits. These 
are largely left to take care of themselves; they 
are floated on the sea of commerce, with an 
ignorant navigator of a “drummer” who takes 
on an indifferent pilot of a bookseller, in the 
child-like faith. that the merits of the works 
will surely bring them safe to some harbor or 
other. A few delicately worded announce- 
ments are made that the vessels are to sail on 
such and such a day, and that the price is 
so and so. Is it surprising that so few 
people are interested or even aware of the 
event? 

Now my contention is that such books are 
of far more value to the public and, there- 
fore, of far more importance to the publisher, 
than the short-lived novel. They form the 
backbone of his business; they are the staple 
articles of his trade on the sales of which he 
should be in a position to rely, year in and 
year out, for a constant revenue. The novel, 
except in rare single instances, is born and 
dies in a season. A publisher of novels only 
is compelled to renew his business almost 
every six months; for what stock in sheets 
and plates he has accumulated is, in most 
cases, valueless at the end of that period. 
Such a publisher, as I have already suggested, 
is a speculator and not a business man. The 
publisher’s principle in his business is the 
principle underlying every other business, 
namely, to establish a firm which shall pros- 
per and ole by its inherent virtues, those 
virtues of integrity, ability and far-sighted- 
ness which are exercised in the service of 
the public, and for which the public are only 
too glad to pay. The publisher who speculates 
and gambles is in great danger of over- 
stepping the bounds of these virtues—he is 
not organizing but morganizing his business. 
And the business of publishing calls for these 
virtues in a degree far higher than they are

Wr11am Jasper Nicoits, author and well 
known engineer, died suddenly, February 14, 
in Philadelphia. He had devoted many years 
to the study of coal mining and railroad con- 
struction, and had written extensively on both 
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subjects. Mr. Nicolls was born in Camden, 
N. J., was educated at the Hill School, Potts- 
town, Pa., and in 1873 became assistant engi- 
neer of the Reading Railway. In 1880 he 
received the appointment of chief engineer of 
the Long Island Railroad, and since 1882 had 
been a mining and civil engineer in business 
for himself. Among Mr. Nicoll’s books on 
technical subjects and of fiction are “The 
Railway Builder” ; “Story of American Coals,” 
1898; “Coal Catechism,” 1890; “Greystone,” 
1901; “A Dreamer in Paris,” 1904; “Brun- 
hilda of Orr’s Island,” 1908; “Daughters of 
Suffolk,” 1910; and “Wild Mustard,” 1914. 


CHARLES Epwarp GRINNELL, a Boston law- 
yer and a writer on legal subjects, died in 
Boston on February 15.

Dr. S. E. Dawson, C.M.G., author, pub- 
lisher, printer and bookseller, a man who dur- 
ing a long life occupied a rather unique place 
in Canadian literary life, died in Montreal on 
February 9. Born in Halifax, June 1, 1833, 
he removed with his parents to Montreal in 
1847, where he eventually established with a 
brother the publishing and bookselling busi- 
ness of Dawson Brothers, which, by the way, 
is still continued by his son, Charles F. Daw- 
son. In 1891, Dr. Dawson was honored with 
the appointment of Queen’s Printer for the 
Dominion and moved to Ottawa, where for 
eighteen years he was in charge of the Gov- 
ernment Printing Bureau. His work as an 
author had meanwhile brought him into prom- 
inence in literary circles, and soon after going 
to Ottawa he was elected a member of the 
Royal Society of Canada. Eventually he be- 
came president of this organization. Follow- 
ing his retirement from the office of King’s 
Printer, Dr. Dawson returned to Montreal, 
where he has spent the closing years of his 
life in well-earned repose. His literary pro- 
ductions include: “A Study of Lord Tenny- 
son’s Poem, ‘The Princess’” (1884) ; “Canada 
and Newfoundland” (1807); “The Voyages 
of the Cabots,” a series of monographs 
(1894-7); “The St. Lawrence Basin in Its 
Border Lands, being the History of Their 
Discovery, Exploration and Occupation” 
(1905); “A Plea for Literature” (1908). 
Besides these books, Dr. Dawson made fre- 
quent contributions to magazines and to the 
daily press. He was much interested in the 
subject of copyright and served as a delegate 
to Washington on international copyright in 
1881. Both Laval and McGill universities 
honored him with doctor’s degrees, and ten 
years ago he was named by his sovereign a 
Companion of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George.

IN AN INTERVIEW appearing recently in the 
New York Times Magazine Tudor Jenks, 
author of children’s books and for 4 number 
of years on the editorial staff of St. Nicholas, 
says that one of the curses of our juveniles 
is their multiplicity. “The modern boy knows 
that the circulating library, with its thousands 
of volumes, is pathetically imploring him to 
take advantage of it, and that in a corner of 
it is the special children’s table, piled high 
with books. But the largeness of it and the 
quantity of books it presents to his notice 
overwhelm him, and he no longer counts the 
reading of a book a pleasure. Ruskin 
said that he wished that every book 
cost a guinea. Like most of the things 
that he said, this was a thousand times 
wiser than his generation realized. It is a 
pity that the number of our books, and speci- 
ally the number of our children’s books, can- 
not be arbitrarily limited. What our chil- 
dren’s books need is an improvement in qual- 
ity, a considerable decrease in quantity, and 
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possibly a sort of specialization—an adapta- 
tion, so that a different sort of book would 
be written for the town boy than that written 
for the country boy. It seems to me that 
some sort of specialization like this is in- 
evitable.” 

THE GRAND TOTAL for the sale at the Ander- 
son Galleries of the personal letters, manu- 
scripts and other effects of -Robert Louis 
Stevenson, which were offered at auction by 
his step-daughter, was $83,116.45. George D. 
Smith paid $387.50 for a letter descriptive 
of a trip to the Shetland Islands, written hw 
Stevenson to his mother in 1869, when he was 
nineteen, and $250 for another to his mother 
in which he mentioned the smal] sum of £20 
for “Virginibus Puerisque.” Mr. Smith also 
gave $235 for a four-page letter written by 
Stevenson to his father during the early 
stages of his work, “Kidnapped,” and $190 
for a copy of The Schoolboys’ Magazine, the 
first of the numerous magazines started by 
Stevenson in his schoolboy days, and the only 
one that survives. Mr. Smith paid $135 for 
a letter from Stevenson to his mother in 
1878, alluding to the favorable reviews of “An 
Inland Voyage,” in which he wrote: “I was 
more surprised at the tone of the critics than, 
] suppose, any one else. And the effect it 
has produced on me is one of shame. [f they 
liked that so much, I ought to have given 
them something better, that’s all.” In April, 
1886, writing home from Birmingham on his 
panicky emotions over landing again in Eng- 
land, he signed the letter: “I am yours (I 
think) Hyde, (I wish) Jekyll.” Mr. Smith 
paid $175 for the letter, and $125 for a letter 
from Bournemouth in 1886, in which he gives 
this opinion of a portrait John W. Alexander 
had just painted of him: “Alexander did a 
good thing of me at last. It looks like a mix- 
ture of an Aztec idol, a lion, an Indian rajah 
and a woman, and certainly represents a 
a mighty comic figure. Fanny and Sam (Lloyd 
Osbourne) both think it is the best thing that 
has been done of me up to now.”
